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AUTO SPEED LAW OF CITY 
IS HELD 10 BE INVALID 


Conflicts With .»-Mile an Hour State 
Statutc, Judge Jones Finds in 
Damazgc Case. 

The city ordinance limiting 
of automobiles to eight miles an hou 
in the business district and 10 miles in 
the residence districts was held to bh 
inivalid this morning by Circuit Judge 
Jones, on the ground that it is in con- 
flict with the Statutes of the State. 

The decision was rendered in sus- 
taining a motion for a new trial in 
case in which Walton H. Ballman, 
vears old, had obtained a verdict for 
$10,000 from the H. A. Lueking Team- 
ing Co., for injuries he suffered Oct. 
1914, when struck by an auto 
truck at Seventeenth and Mullanph:; 
streete. 

Judge Jones said he had some mis- 
eivings as to the correctness of his 
view. He did not point out in his dee- 
sion the conflict between the State iaw 
and the city ordinance. 

Alroy 8S. Phillips, attorney for the 
Lueking company, pointed out to «a 
Fost-Dispatch reporter that the conflic' 
was between an ordinance passed by 
the city in 1999 and a State law passed 
in 1911. The ordinance, he said, makes 
u speed in excess of-eight or t0 mile 
an hour negligence per se, while the 
State law makes speed in excess of 
°5 miles an hour negligence per se, but 
left it to the jury to determine whether 
there is negligence when the vehicle 
moves at a less speed than 45 miles. 

Phillips also held that the State law 
expressly denies to cities the power ‘to 
egulate speed of motor vehicles.

The mother, who at no time saw 
the child, was told at her first in- 
quiry that it had died, although this 
was not truc at the time. : 

Because of the unhuman appear- 
ance of the infant, and the seeming 
certainty that it could never become 
anything like a normal human being 
Dr. Obrock and other physicians dis- 
cussed the question of chloroform- 
ing it Saturday night, and Coroner 
Bopp was called from Kirkwood, to 
learn whether he would issue a death 
certificate if this were done. 

Coroner Entered Objections. 

Dr. Obrock admitted to a Post-Vispatch 
reporter today that he had favored the 
use of chloroform, but Dr. B. F. Tate, 
while agreeing to the hopelessness of 
the case, could not bring himself to con- 
sent to this action, and the Coroner 
also objected. After a consultation with 
Dr. Obrock this morning, the Coroner 
issued a death certificate, which set forth 
asphyxiation as the cause o! death. 

This asphyxiation, according to Dr. 
Obrock, was of an automatic sort, ané 
was due to lack of organs for breathing 
and for taking nourishment. 

The infant, which was seen before its 
death by a Post-Dispatch reporter, was 
termed by the physicians an acranium, 
meaning that it lacked a cranium. 

Baby Able to Cry. 

The infant cried in somewhat the man- 
ner of a normal baby, and it was this 
fact, Dr. Tate said, which madé him tre- 
fuse to assent to Dr. Obrock’s sugges- 
tion of chloroform. 

Dr. Obrock was asked by the reporter 
whether an attempt was made to feed 
the infant. He replied that it could not 
receive nourishment in any normal man- 
ner, because of the lack of a palate. He 
suggested that it be stated that the 
child ‘‘died while the doctors were try- 
ing to decide what to do with it.” 

The case was not one, the physicians 
said, in which an incubator could have 
been used, since time was not the ele- 
ment lacking in the infant's develop- 
ment. The parents have one child, « 
normal boy. 

The body was ordered sent to the of 
fices uf the St Louis City Bactc¢riologist, 
where some city and county physicians 
will be permitted to view it.

Official word from Washington that 
United States troops would be immedi- 
ately withdrawn from Mexico if Villa 
was dead, undoubtedly will result in ex 
pediting the efforts of the de facto Gov- 
ernment to asceftain the truth of the 
reports of the locating of Villa’s body 
and to make a full and satisfying iden- 
tification. 

A number of newspapjer correspond- 
ents and a few other Americans left 
here early today for Chihuahua in the 
hope that the story of the finding of 
Villa's body was true.

His dispatch, re- 
ceived and largely decoded in person vy 
Secretary of War Baker, indicated that 
Gen. Pershing was spreading out his 
advance columns in running down the 
various clews. 

A change in Gen. Pershing’s advance 
headquarters was also reported. The 
commander of the American expedition 
has left Satevo, where his last ficld 
hase was known. to have been esta?- 
lished. 

Aeroplane Sent to Parral. 

Another message from Gen. Pershing 
said he had sent an aeroplane to get a 
more detailed report regarding the Par- 
1al incident and was momentarily ex- 
pecting its return. This message, trans- 
mitted through Gen. Funston, was un- 
derstood to have been dated Saturday 

Consular dispatches were received hy 
‘he State Department. reporting the 
rescue of the family of John Lehr, an 
American rancher in’the Yaqui Valley. 
iis wife and children were kidnapped 
Yaqui Indians last November 
evidently had been held captive ever 
since. Gen. Calles, Carranza military 
commander of Sonora, reported the res- 
ene of Lehr’s family by Carranza sol- 
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Mexican War Office Gets Version of 
Parral Affair. 

MEXICO CITY, April 17.—The 
Office received a dispatch last night ‘n 
which further details are given of the 
Parra! affair. It was asserted an Amer- 
ican army officer admitted nis culpa- 
bility for entering the town. 

The dispatch also says 
troops have ceased their 
southward until sucn time as the nego- 
‘iations between the United States and 
Mexican Governments are terminated. 

The text of the dispatch follows: 
Ismael Lozano, accompanied by 
(jens. Garcia and Hernandes, put an 
‘nd to the trouble at Parral and per- 
suaded the American troops to retire 
to the outskirts of that city, where they 
were followed by the hostile populace. 
At this point the American Colonel in 
charge of the first regiment asked for a 
conference. which was held at the vil- 
of Santa Cruz Villegas between 
the American Colonel and the municipal 
;residents. The American army officer 
cdmitted he had entered the city with- 
out permission, but claimed he had sent 
an orderly from the town of Zaragosa, 
requesting permission to enter, and that, 
receiving no answer and the orderly noi 
returning, he went to investigate. 

“American officer expressed regret it 
what had happened and the American 
troops and the ConstitutionaNsis are 
working in complete harmony. 

“The Americans will not move further 
south until the result of the interchangs 
of notes between Mexico and Washing- 
ton becomes known.”’

tbo ee | PARRAL WAS AN ORGANIZED 
ACTION BY CARRANZA MEN 


Begun by Mob After Americans Had Been Invi- 
ted Into Town by Authorities, but was Con- 
tinued by Soldiers of Garrison. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 17.—It 
was a force of Carranza’s soldiers who 
engaged the little detachment of Amer- 
ican cavalry at Parral Wednesday in 
a regularly org&nized action, according 
to a detailed report written by Maj. 
Frank Tompkins and forwarded to Gen. 
Funston by Gen. Pershing yesterday. 

Forty of the Mexican soldiers, includ- 
ing one Major and one civilian, were 
killed by the retreating Americans. The 
American casualties were two killed and 
six wounded, including Maj. Tompkins. 
His wound was slight. 

The report that unarmed 
soldiers went into Parral to buy food 
appears to have been erroneous. Maj. 
Tompkins entered the town, he reported, 
upon the invitation of an officer of the 
Parral garrison. He stated that the 
officer met him 10 miles from Parral, 
introduced himself, and urged him to 
accept the hospitality of the military 
and civil authorities. 

Maj. Tompkins arrived outside Par 
ral on the forenoon of April 12 with two 
troops, M and K, of the Thirteenth 
Cavalry. Reduced in number, the tovo- 
tal of these two companies is approxti- 
mately 100 men. Maj. Tompkins said: 
he marched his smal! detachment opetr:- 
ly along the trail into the city, where 
he was met by Gen. Lozano and re- 
ceived mdst graciously. The civil au- 
thorities arrived and joined in the 
courteous reception of the Major and 
his troops. Gen. Lozano and the civi] 
authorities discussed with Maj. Tomp 
kins the question of camping sites, he 
and the local officials deciding on ona 
just outside the city, to which Maj. 
Tompkins was directed. 

Opening of Attack. 

Maj. Tompkins was preparing to move 
cut to the designated camp when soi- 
diers and civilians began to throw 
stones and to shoot at the Americans. 
Kiealizing that the action was that of 
a mob of civilians and of soldiers wh» 
had got beyond the control of their of- 
ficers, Maj. Tompkins made no stand 
but retreated his men, without making 
resistance, toward the city limits. 
Shouting crowds followed them, while 
stones and occasional shots fell among 
them, but without doing great damage 
It was after noon when Tompkins led 
his men into a defensive position be- 
Lind a railway embankment outside the 
town. The mob respected the advan- 
tage the Americans had taken, but 
within a brief time there appeared on 
their flank a force of 300 Mexican 
troops, who began in military fashion 
formal attack. 

Maj. Tompkins was still averse to 
fighting in anything but a defensive 
manner against this force, since every 
officer who has entered Mexico with 
the American expedition has had it tm- 
pressed upon him that clashes with the 
troops of the de factO Government, who 
are supposed to be co-operating in their 
tursuit of Villa’s bandits must be avoid- 
ed. Also it soon became apparent that 
the Mexicans’ superiority in numbers 
made a retreat from the position behind 
the embankment imperative. 

A retreat was begun that was ended 
tnly at Santa Cruz, a station eight miles 
northeast of Parral, on the railroad. The 
Mexicans pursued almost the entire dis- 
tance, but the Americans contented 
themselves with a rear-guard action. 
Maj. Tompkins’ information that 41 
Mexécans had been killed was secured 
from a person who passed over the trail 
from Parral after the fight. 

Other Squadrons Met. 

Maj. Tompkins and his two troonvs 
mached Santa Cruz just before dark | 
and there met Col. Brown and Maj. 
Young with a squadron of the Tenth. 
Later in the night Maj. Howze arrived 
with his picked squadron, making the 
force there about 500 men. 
Maj. Howze also had led 
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his men 


ee a series of minor adventures 

Hie had come from La Borja. northwest 
cf Parral, in the neighborhood of which 
he had been in several skirmishes with 
Villa’s men. He reported the loss of 
one man killed and one wounded. De- 
tails of the skirmishes or of his opera- 
tions had not reached Gen. Funston last 
night, but he gave the names of those 
hit in his skirmishes as: 

—— Kirby, enlisted man: dead. 

-— Perroski and — Clifton, wounded, 
all of the Eleventh Cavalry. 

Maj. Tompkins’»account of the Parral 
action served to clarify Gen. Pershing’s 
repert, received Friday, in which the 
identity of the attacking force was un- 
stated and in which he left the infer- 
ence that the cavalry was under Col. 
W. C. Brown. The Americans now are 
north and west of Parral. Fear for 
their safety has been dispelled by Mai. 
Tompkins’ report and by troop disposi. 
tion that Gen. Pershing has ordered. 
but the character of ‘which Gén. Fun- 
ston did not wish to reveal. 

Maj. Tompkins’ story of the fight in- 
dicated lack of control over the troops 
by the commanding officer of the Parra} 
garrison, Gen. Lozano, and bitter 
tagonism by the public and troops. 

Gen. Funston said that while’ Maj. 
Tompkins undoubtedly acted in accord- 
ance with his best judgment in retreat- 
ing, he regretted that he had not made 
a stand, on account of the ill effect the 
story of his retreat will have on the 
Mexican people, who will naturally re- 
gard the incident as an American de- 
feat. 

Gen. Pershing reported yesterday to 
Gen. Funston that a small band of Mex- 
icans, presumaBly Villa men, had at- 
tacked a supply train a short distance 
north of Satevo Friday night. One Mex- 
ican was killed, the Americans losing 
none. 
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American Women Tell of Attack on 
U. S&S. Cavalrymen at Parral. 

EL PASO, Tex., April 17.—The first 
version of the Parral fighting by an 
American eye-witness was given here 
today by Misses Nellie Prescott and 
Mary Dunning, American mission schecol 
teachers who arrived from Parral. They 
taught a school opposite the plaza in 
which, they said, about 100 or move 
soldiems of the Thirteenth Cavalry, «n- 
camped and unsaddled last Wednesday, 
just as the women dismissed their pu- 
pils for the noon hour. 

“The men were all armed,’ the wom- 
en said, “and it was not long before * 
great mob of people, also armed, gath- 
ered on La Prieta Hill. There were 
ren, Women and children bearing Mex- 
ican flags, guns and knives and greatly 
excited, thinking the Americans were 
capturing the town. 

‘The commandant, fearing 
requested the American coiumandcer 
w'thdraw his troops and he did so. As 
the Americans withdrew, the mvlb 
surged forward in pursuit and near the 
outskirts, they began firing «nd a <ol- 
dier fell from his horse, dead. The mem- 
bers atill pursued and another soldier 
was killed. 

“Then the Americans made a stand, 
outside the town and opened a terrific 
fire, killing 40 to 60 townspeople. While 
the fighting was in progress, Carranza 
troops hurried out, ostensibly to stop 
the fighting and bring the tuwnspeople 
back. Whether they joined in fighting 
the cavalrymen as reported, we do not 
know, but soon the people all surged 
back into town, bearing their wounded

36 OF 500 EMPLOYES OF 
WELLSTON PLANT GO ON STRIKE 


Manager Says He Believes Men Quit 
Because * Higher Wages Offered 
By Munition Factories. 
Thirty-six of the 500 employes of the 
Curtis & Co. Manufacturing Co., Ham- 
burger and Kienlin avenues, Wellston, 
poten on strike this morning after E. H. 
Steedman, vice-president and manager, 
refused a demand for an increase of the 

riinimum wage scale to $3.75 a day. 

Steedman said the strikers are union 
molders and core makers, and that the 
other employes at that work in the plant 
are not union men. He said he did not 
believe that there would be any others 
to walk out. 

Steedman said the company would con- 
tinue its policy of maintaining an open 
shop. He said that some of the men 
who walked out are making $30 or more 
a week. He attributed the demand for 
higher wages to the demand for skilled 
men by munition factories, which, he 
said, made it difficult for other plants 
tc retain their skilled men. Less skilled 
workers, he said, are taking advantage 
of the evronomic situation to demand in- 
crease in wages.

DELAY TARING OF 
ARSON EVIDENCE 


Jury Excused From Room While 
Circuit Attorney Makes Plea 
Over Testimony With Court. 


More clashes between Judge Kimmel 
and Circuit Attorney Harvey marked the 
fifth session of the arson trial of Julius 
Kk. Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore and Harry 
CC, Imel today. 

Lesal objections and wrangling con- 
sumed the forenoon session and prevent- 
ed any progress being made in the tak- 
ing of evidence. 

Michael B. Shelley, president of the 
Shelley-Gould Grocery Co. at 214 North 
second street, was galled to the stand 
and asked if he knew)Herbert O. Baker, 
who gave information to the authorities 
on which Bersch, Gilmore and Imel were 
indicted. 

Thomas T. Fauntleroy, of counsel for 
the defend&ints, objected when Circuit 
Attorney Harvey asked Shelley to tell 
how and when he became acquainted 
with Baker. The objection was sus- 
tained. 

Witness Knew Bersch. 

Shelley then said he knew Bersch. He 
was asked whether Baker took two 
toxes from the basement of the Shelley- 
Gould store, July 1. He answered: 
“Yes,” but Fauntleroy again objected, 
saying the State had no right to intro- 
duce evidence touching on another crime, 
for which the defendants were not on 
trial. 

The Circuit Attorney insisted that evt- 
dence as to another crime could be in 
troduced if it tended to throw light oa 
the case which was being tried. 

“IT am not going to let you try to») 
prove anything indirectly that you can't 
prove directly,” said Judge Kimmel. The 
Circuit Attorney objected to this state- 
ment being made in the jury’s presence. 

At the request of P. H. Cullen of coun- 
sel for the defense, the jury was taken 
from the courtroom and the point wag 
argued. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey in his argu- 
ment said the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri and Supreme Courts in other states 
trequently had ruled that evidence of 
another crime might be introduced to 
prove a case on trial. 

“Well, I won’t let you get in anything 
indirectly that you couldn't get ‘n di- 
rectly,’’ repeated Judge Kimirnel. 

“But I’m only introducing what the Su- 
preme Court says is competent,’’ replied 
the Circuit Attorney. 

“As a legal proposition you are right,’’ 
said Judge Kimmel. “I have no doubt 
about the truth of your proposition.’’ 

Harvey Cites Cases. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey then cited 
several cases in support of his conten- 
tion. 

One of the cases cited was the Spaugh 
murder case. 

“Under your theory,” said the Circuit 
Attorney to Judge Kimmel, “if a man 
accused of murder had committed an- 
other murder with the same weapons 
and those weapons were identified as his 
you would exclude that evidence. That 
is not the law of this State, or anv other 
State.”’ 

‘‘{ agree with you,” said Judge Kim- 
mel. 

“You don’t agree with me,’’ replied the 
Circuit Attorney, “‘you agree with the 
Supreme Court.” 

‘“‘Well, I have a bird’s-eye view of this 
case,” said Judge Kimmel. ‘I have a 
complete picture of it before me, and I 
am not going to let in anything that I 
think would be reversible. You can’t 
prove anything indirectly that you 
couldn't prove directly.”’ 

“T don’t see how you could be re- 
versed when you would have Supreme 
Court rulings for precedents,” said the 
Circuit Attorney, who then cited more 
cases in support of his contention. 

Attorney Fauntleroy in his argument 
said the Circuit Attorney was “‘trying 
to drive the Court.” 

“Effort to Slaughter Boys.” 

“If he can’t make this case without 
driving the Court,,why doesn’t he nolle 
pros it,’’ said Fauntleroy. ‘“‘This whole 
case is an effort to induce the Court 
to slaughter these boys. This effort is 
being aided by the newspapers.”’ 

Making a gesture toward the reporters, 
he added: “‘They want to sell their news- 
papers. This is the last rally around 
Verdun and the Circuit Attorney is find- 
ing that his lines are weak."’ 

Attorney Cullen said he was surprised 
at the manner of the Circuit Attorney. 
‘‘He has assumed an air -of superiority 
im presenting his ideas,’ said Cullen. 
“The Judge has ruled wisely and would 
be unworthy of wearing the judicial er- 
mine had he ruled otherwise.” 

Circuit Attorney Harvey in his closing 
argument said he would not submit to 
having his sincerity attacked.

EDWARD J. O'NEILL DIES 
AFTER FOUR MONTHS’ ILLNESS 


~'as Local General Representative of 
Rock Island and Former Hotse 
of Delegate Member. 

Edward J. O’Neill, general representa- 
tive of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railroad in St. Louis, and former 
member of the House of Delegates anil 
of the Board of Education, died at 4 
o’clock this morning at his home, 6835 
Vermont avenue. He was 47 years old, 
and had been ill for four months, with 
Bright's disease. 

O'Neill was born in Ireland, 
brought to St. Louis oy his pareats oe- 
fore he was 3 years old.

OLD KIL: WITH POTTERY IS 
UNEARTHED AT STE. GENEVIEV 


Missourt Archeologist Histori- 
eal Find Is Work of Early 
Settlers. 

An interesting historical discovery was 
reported today by Dr. H. M. Whelpley, 
chat nan of the Archeological Commit- 
tee of the Missouri Historical Society, 
who went to St. Genevieve, Mo., Satur- 
day to explore an old kiln that had been 
uncovered in the side of a hill in the 
town. Inside the kiln were found many 
pieces of pottery, much like the Indians 
made, but evidently the work of early 

white settlers, Dr. Whelpley «said. 

The kiln also apparently had been con- 
structed by white men. It was shaped 
like a bee hive and was about four feet 
in diameter. It was made of brick clay, 
which is found in the vicinity, but the 
clay had not been shaped into bricks. 
The kiln was discovered by Joseph H.

400,000 — Since Feb. 21 Germans Have 
Gained an Area of 100 Square Miies.

It is in many respects without 
precedent. The cnormous scale of the 
German preparations and execution of 


the attack, the unparalleled concentra- 
tion of artillery and the sustained fight- 
ing mark the battle as one of the 
greatest efforts of the war. 

Verdun has been rated as one of tlie 
strongest fortresses of Europe, a cor- 
nerstone of the French defenses against 
Germany. The evolution of military 
tactics during the war, however, and 
rarticularly the employment by the Ger 
mans of long-range howitzers capable 
ot reducing the greatest forts, have 
done much to change the character of 
the Verdun campaign as compared wiln 
the earlier conceptions of what such a 
struggle might be. Before the battic 
opened, the French partly dismantled 
their forts around Verdun and here, 43 
elsewhere on the various fronts, chief 
reliance for resistance was placed 0 
en elobrate system of trenches. 

In no previous battle were the losses 
sc high as those which have been esti- 
mated in the fighting around Verdun. 
These estimates, however, cannot be 
regarded as conclusive evidence, for 
neither Germany nor France has an- 
nounced its own casualties. The French 
War Office has declared the Germans 
have lost 200,000 in killed, wounded and 
captured. The Germans state semi-of- 
ficially that the Frencn casualties num- 
ber 150,000 killed and wounded and that 
“6,000 unwounded French prisoners have 
been taken. If those estimates are ap- 
proximately correct, nearly 400,000 men 
have been eliminated as fighting units 

100 Square Miles Occupied. 

The ground occupied by the Germans 
after 56 days of offensive operations may 
be roughly calculated as 100 square 
miles, They have forced back the 
French from their outlying position to 
their definite line of resistance along 
the semi-circular front from the edge 
of the Argonne eastward across the 
Meuse and southward into the Woevre. 
For the most part this main line has 
withstood the shock of successive at- 
tacks. The Germans captured Fort 
Mounaumont early in the campaign and 
pave bitten into French defense at Dead 
Man's Ilill and elsewhere, but at no 
point have they succeeded in breaking 
through. 

The Verdun drive was begun on Feb. 
21 by the German army, under Crown 
trince Frederick William.

Within the first 10 days of battle the 
French lost Haumont, Samogneux, Bra- 
bant, Ones, Beaumont, Chambrettes, 
Marmont, Cotellate, Champneuville and 
numerous other outer positions, includ- 
ing villages, woods, heights and forti- 
fied farms, together with the fortified 
works of Hardaumont and Dieppe, Fro 
mezzey, Abaucourt and, most important 
of all, Fort Douaumont. These posi- 
tions lie east of the Meuse and north, 
northeast and east of Verdun. 

Fight Around Fort Vaux. 

Fighting continued “Atermittently 
northeast of Verdun during the third 
week, centering in the struggle for the 
possession of Fort Vaux. In this week 
the Germans captured Fresnes, 12 milous 
sovtheast of Verdun, making a -three- 
mile advance in this sector. 

Mear: nile, a new phase of the battle 
had developed west of the Meuse. With 
batteries spaced, according to German 
correspondents, scarcely 100 yards apart, 
violent artillery attacks were made 
against Dead Man’s Hill, preceding the 
long-expected offensive from the north- 
west. Forges, near Dead Man's Hill, 
was captured early in the third week, 
after an infantry assault along a front 
than three miles long. Positions 
south of Forges changed hands fre- 
quent « ring the following dzys. 

On March 51 the capture of Majancourt 
was accomplished after fierce night at- 
tacks. The Germans now had occupled 
all the French positions north of Forges 
Brook, between Haucourt and Bethin- 
court, and had materially advanced and 
strengthened their battle line in the 
northwest. New batteries were moved 
up and the infantry was rested and re- 
organized for the next attack. On the 
forty-sixth day of the battle the Ger- 
mans announced the capture of Hau- 
court, about three miles northwest of 
Dead Man's Hill, which formed a sup- 
porting point of the French left wing. 
From it a large section of the French 
line and fortificat'ons could be taken 
under German fire, including Bethin- 
court. This village then became the 
objective point. The French admitted 
the evacuation of the Bethincourt salient 
two days later, stating it Was a premedi- 
tated move designed to straighten out 
the battle line. 


13-Mile Offensive. 

On Sunday of last week the Germans 
undertook a general onslaught along a 
3-mile front both west and cast of the 
Meuse from the Haucourt-Bethineourt 
sector to Douaumont. A high French 
military official alluded to this move- 
ment as “‘an attack on the largest scale 
since the beginning of the offensive.” 

The Germans announced that within a 
few hours after it was begun, Bethin- 
court and two fortified positions to the 
southwest were isolated. Trenches in 
the region of Dead Man's Hill were car- 
ried, but at no point was the French 
line broken through. Toward the end of 
last week, this attack subsided and 
there came another pause, followed by

“War Must End at Verdun,” Kaiser 
Is Quoted as Saying. 

PARIS, April 17.—A semi-official rte 
reviews the recent operations about Ver- 
dun and gives an order of the day cf 
Gen, Petain, commanding at Verdun. in 
praise of the resistance of tlie French 
troops to the recent offensive of the 
Germans. The note concludes: 

“The Emperor some days ago reviwcd 
one of the divisions engaged in the re- 
gion between Douaumont and Vaux, and 
it was there that he said: 

“The war of 1870 was decided at Paris. 

The present war must end at Verdun.’ ’’ 

Gen. Petain’s order is as follows: 

“The 9th of April is a glorious day for 
our arms. The furious assaults of the 
seldiers of the Crown Prince have been 
everywhere broken. Infantrymen, ar- 
tilerymen, sappers and aviators of the 
eleventh army were rivals in hervism 
Hionor to all. F 

“The Germans, without doubt, wili at- 
tack again. Let everyone work and 
watch to obtain the same success as 
yesterday. Have courage. We will set 
them.”’ 

Discussing this movement, the ¢semi- 
official note says: 

“During the period from April 9 to 
the German army made a @ouble ef- 
fort in the region-north of Verdun on 
both banks of the Meuse. Following 
the operations begun on March 19, the 
enemy, master of Malancourt§ since 
March 30 and of Béthincourt, evacuated 
voluntarily by us on the night of April 
8-9, held points of passage on it orges 
Brook and was able to debouch there- 
from. 

“On April 9 he began a general of- 
fensive along the entire front between 
Haucourt and Cumieres. At the same 
time he attacked west and north of 
Avocourt, in Malancourt Wood and on 
the right bank of the Meuse as far as 
the wood and farm of Haudremont. 

“The German troops were repulsed 
everywhere except south of Bethincourt, 
where they succeeded in gaining an ad- 
vanced work destroyed by heavy artil- 
lery. On Cote Poivre they obtained a 
foothold in a trench east of Vachorau- 
ville. 

“The fighting continued on the 10th in 
the region of Bethincourt and toward Le 
Morte Homme. On the 12th the adver- 
sary made a local attack on Caurettes 
Wood, east of Cumlieres. 

‘“‘Large forces were used, between 
Haucourts and the Meuse alone. We 
identified, through prisoners, 12 regi- 
ments belonging to five different Ccivi- 
sions, two of which were engaged for 
the first time.’

WITHOUT EVIDENCE 
OF VILA'S DEATH 


Dispatches to War Department 
Repeat Rumor and Purport 
to Supply Some Details. 


MEXICO CITY, April I7.—ViNa’s body 
has been dug up out of a two weeks’ 
old grave by Carlos Carranza, nephew of 
Gen. Carranza, and is being taken by 
him and an escort of soldiers to the 
City of Chihuahua, according to a tele- 
gram received by the War Department 
late yesterday afternoon. There has been 
no official confirmation of the report. 

According to the dispatches thus far 


received Villa's death was due to the 
amputation of one of his legs, made nec- 
essary by wounds received by him in the 
fighting around the Guerrero district tn 
the State of Chihuahua. After being des- 
perately wounded he was carried by 
his followers to the town of Temo- 
sachic, where the operation was per- 
formed by a village doctor. 
Alleged Details Are Given. 

As soon as the bandit chief could be 
moved he was carried south to the town 
of Cusihuirachic, 399 miles distant. Here, 
according to the story, he lingered for 
a few days, suffering greatly before 
death. 

The identity of the wounded man had 
been kept secret from the villagers and 


he was buried at night, so as to attract — 


as little attention as possible. 

The escort who carried the wounded 
chieftain from Temosachic to Cushthuir- 
ashic was a Colonel who later was sur- 
rounded by Constitutionalist forces and 
surrendered himself and his command. 
He asked for amnesty and promised to 
lead the Constitutionalists to the grave 
of Villa. 

Young Carranza and an escort were 
detailed to accompany him and a body 


was dug up by them, and, according to ” 


a telegram, was identified as that of 
Villa. The body, it is announced, is be-- 
ing brought in by train and will be 
publicly exhibited at Chihuahua City. 
Obregen Hears Story of Death. 

Gen. Obregon, Minister of War, asked 
by the Associated Press regarding the 
report of the bandit’s death, said: 

“I cannot yet confirm the report of 
Villa's death. Late this afternoon the 
War Department received a telegram 
from Gen. Gavira saying that Villa's 
dead body had been recovered. 

“Later information that the body had 
been disinterred through information 
turnished by a Villista Colonel, was re- 
ceived. I have telegraphed to various 
sections of the North asking for fuller 
details and for information that will 
leave no doubt regarding the report. The 
War Department has received a num- 
ber of messages from the North saying 
that Villa's body has been found.”

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LORIMER IN WAY OF 
MAKING $100,000 


Tells at Trial of His Lumber 
Company, and Arrangement to 
Pay Indebtedness to Bank. 


CHICAGO, April 17.—William Lorimer, 
who is on trial for conspiracy in con- 
nection with the closing of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings Bank, today 
told of the Lorimer Lumber Co. He 
said the company purchased the Forest 
Home Plantation in Louisiana for $36,0°") 
On the plantation, he sald, was 16,0000 
feet of timber which could have been 
cut at a profit of $17 per 1000 feet. 

“After the failure of the bank,” Lort- 
mer testified, “I went to Mr. Niblack, 
the receiver, and offered to either give 
him the property to apply on the debt 
of the William Lorimer company, or to 
rnortgage it and cut the timber. I en- 
tered into a contract with Howard 
Wheeler of Jonesville, La., market 
the timber and then reported to Mr. 
Niblack that if he would give me five 
vears [ would clean up all the indebt- 
edness. He agreed and | drew up a 
nortgage for $60,000. I have since con- 
tracted with a large lumber company 
to finance the timber cutting. The Lor- 
imer Lumber Co. ought to make $100,000 
a year. I have put $41,000 which I bor- 
rowed from friends into this proposition 
since the bank closed.’’ 

Lorimer took issue with a _ previous 
witness who testifled the St. Louis fran- 
chise of the Southern Traction Co.. was 
worthless. He said he believed’ the 
franchises held by the road were worth 
is much as the road itself in its present 
State. 

The Southern Traction Co. was start- 
ed, Lorimer following his perusal 
of the report made by a civil engineer 
appointed by the Ethel Burga People. 
an English banking syndicate, to investi- 
fate the proposition with a view to its 
purchase, 

“T concluded the railroad could be built 
at a good profit,’’ Lorimer said, ‘for 
our contract was on a percentage basts 
and we couldn’t lose.”’

Tubantia was torpedoed by the Ger- 
mans. One officer remarked: “T. 
would have been worse than criminal; it 
wuuld have been idiotic, from our own 
standpoint, to have torpedoed the Tu- 
bentia.”’ 

I am reliably informed that the log 
book of every submarine out at the time 
has been examined, or is being exam- 
ined, to see where the U-boats were at 
that day and hour. The Kaiser, it is 
said, ordered everything possible done 
from the German side to assist in clear- 
ing up the mystery, no matter on whom 
the blame might fall. One high official 
declared Germany would prefer accept- 
ing the responsibility and paying for 
the Tubantia rather than leave the im- 
pression among the people of Hollaud 
that Germany was not upright. 

Aside from London dispatches 
the United States, no official informia- 
tion has been received from Washing- 
ton, either by the Government or the 
American embassy. English dispatches 
telling how Germany’s note was [re- 
ceived naturally are distrusted. 

That Washington, in vfew of tbe fact 
that there are practically no direct news 
dispatches from America, does not keep 
Ambassador Gerard informed of what is 
toing on, is something which never has 
heen understood here. it places the 
American Ambassador in a peculiar sit- 
uation in the eyes of German officia!s 
and detracts from his usefulness in such 
a crisis. 

Count von Bernsterff undoubtedly 
would furnish hie Government with a 
daily picture of the situation in Wash- 
ington and the United States were he 
able to communicate in cipher. 

Some of the German papers of the 
character of Count Reventlow'3 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung reprint from 
the English papers a few lines of a 
speech made by President Wilson :t 
some dinner, under the heading ‘‘Wilsun 
Threatens Again.’’ 

Papers Caustic in Comment, 

The Cologne Gazette, commenting upon 
this, says: “If these utterances are 
true. then it means nothing else but 
that Wilson, as heretofvure, will continue 
to take everything from England and 
show his teeth to Germany.” 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung, leading or- 
gan of the Catholic Center party, com- 
menting on the exchange of notes, says 
that England has an easy procedure; 
that it is only necessary fur an English 

“jlor or traveler to assert that German 
submarines violated international law, 
make false charges and unproved state- 
rents and America immediately appears 
in the role of complainant. It adds: 

“Germany is prepared for the steenth 
time to prove its innoeence. That 4s re- 
versing the world, and especially in mat- 
ters of international law. Germany is 
not likely to stand for this much longer. 

‘‘The German Admiralty and the Ger- 
man Government, in the midst of this 
war, have something more important to 
do than, after the return of every U- 
boat, to commence investigations that 
take days and weeks and weeks, and all 
because the English bring unfounded ani 
unproved charges. Such a procedure in 
permanence is not compatible with the 
dignity of Germany.” 

Count Reventlow, in commenting on 
the English version of the reception of 
the note, asserts that America is con- 
finuing its policy of intimidation.

Louis University Law School, 
The German proposal that the Sussex

It is true that there has been no ade- 
settlement of the cascs of tne 
i.usitania, the Gulflight and others, iu 
which our rights have been vivlated, 
but we have Germany's subsequen* as- 
surances that no more line:s will be 
destroyed without warning, aad tere } 
is no logical course open but to accept 
the good faith of those assurances until 
there is proof to the contrary. ‘rhe 
time for action in the preceding cases 
was at the occurrence.

The Sussex case resembles the Dogzer 
Bank case particularly in thet the re- 
port of a naval officer set forth a s‘ate 
of facts which, if true, would have jus- 
tified his action. It therefore remains tu 
be determined to what exten: the report 
is true and the fixing of responsibility. 
if any. 

It will be recalied, in the Dozxye: 
Bank affair, that on the night of Oct. 
’» 1904, when Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
fleet was in the North Sea, on its way 
to the Far East, where it was annihi- 
lated by the Japanese fleet, it opened 
fire upon some vessels which it took to 
be Japanese torpedo boats, but which 
were in fact a fleet of Hull fishing 
trawlers. One trawler was sunk and 
five were damaged. 

Russians Did Not Stop. 

The Russian Admiral did not stop to» 
investigate or to rescue his victims, but 
proceeded on his way. The Russian Gov- 
ernment and the Czar himself sent ex- 
pressions of deep regret and offers of 
full reparation, but Lord Landsdowne 
informed the Russian Ambassador that 
this was not enough. Pointing out that 
the Russian Admiral had made no re- 
port, he called the Russian Ambassa- 
dor’s attention to the concentration of 
the British fleet at Gibraltar and re- 
marked that if the Russian fleet were 
allowed to continue its journey without 
stopping at Vigo, Spain, the two states 
might be at war before the week was 
over. 

The British press and public were 
clamoring for the immediate use of the 
sritish fleet to intercept the Russians. 
Four days after the attack Rojestvensk,’ 
reported from Vigo to his Government 
that on the night in question two tor- 
‘pedo boats, presumably Japanese, were 
seen between the two divisions of his 
squadron, and tnat they appeared to be 
discharging torpedoes. Some fishing 
vessels were also seen, but they were 
suspected of complicity. Public senti- 
ment was only the more highly inflamed 
by the apparent falsity of this report. 
Lord Landsdowne formulated the fol- 
lowing demands: (1) An inquiry by Rus- 
sian authorities at Vigo as to the per- 
sons responsible and the detention of 
witnesses; (2) a full inquiry by an inter- 
national commission to determine the 
responsibility and degree of blame; and 
(3) adequate punishment of any person 
found quilty. Russia accepted the de- 
mands and the commission was made up 
of five naval officers, one each from 
Great Britain, Russia, Austria, France 
and the United States. 

Findings of Commission. 
The commission found that no hostile 
craft were actually in the vicinity of 
the scene of attack and found Admiral 
Rojestvensky respensible for the wrong 
done. They exonerated him of personal 
blaine, however, owing to the absence of 
wrongful intent, and in view of an ad- 
mitted'y nervous condition among the 
officers of the feet, which led to the 
mistake.

Says Russian Vessel on 
115 


Perished Was Mistaken 
tor a Transport. 


April 17, by wireless to 

Tuckertown, N. J.—Announcement 18 
made by the Turkish Goverrment that 
the Russian hospitai ship Portugal, sunk 
in the Black Sea last month. was tor- 
pedoed by a Turkish submarine. The 
statement was-given out by the Over- 
seas News Agency, as follows: 

“The Turkish Government publishes 
the following 1:eport of the commander 
of the Turkish submarine which sank 
the steamship Portugal: 

‘The ship was sighted on the night of 
March 29-30... It was steering toward a 
landing place. When daybreak came it 
was ascertained that the ship was laden 
heavily and that it was towing several! 

heavily loaded punts, with numerous oc- 
cupants. The commander and other offi- 
cers of the submarine were justified in 
believing the ship was @ transport which 
was on the way to land troops and,.sup- 
plies. 

Says No Reg Cross Flag Was Fiown. 

“The ship was painted gray, with a 
smal! red line, and flew the Russian 
merchant flag. No Red Cross flag was 
flying, and the name of the ship was 
invisible. 

“The first torpedo did not hit. After 
the explosion of the «econd torpedo, 
which struck below the bridge, a vio- 
lent explosion occurred within the ship. 
This explosion undoubtedly was due to 
large quantities of explosives stored in 
the ship. Immediately after this a de- 
stroyer attacked the submarine. 

“The Russian affirmation that the ship 
was struck by two torpedoes is untrue. 

“The Jv-rkish Government regrets if 
persons exclusively in the Red Cross 
service perished, but the responsibility 
rests on the Russian Government, which 
transported these persons on a vessel 
which was being used for war purposes 
against the Turks. 

‘‘Provisions of the conventions adopted 
at The Hague stipulate that hospital 
ships must be painted white, with a 
green or red stripe one and one-half 
meters long, and must also fly the Red 
Cross flag.’’ 

The Portugal had 273 persons on board 
of whom 115 were drowned.

Walsh says he marked sample ballots 
and handled them to his friends, but 
denies that he had anything to do with 
marked ballots being sent from the of- 
fice of the Election Board. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter went to the 
office of the Election Board today and 
asked for some sample ballots. He was 
given 45 by Chief Clerk Daniel Wuersch. 
On 37 a cross was marked in front of 
the name of Walsh. Wuersch said he 
did not mark them and did not know 
who did. Oliver Ducry, a clerk in the 
office, became excited when he learned 
that the reporter had the sample bal- 
iots and threatened to have the reporter 
arrested for taking them.

ROME, March 30.—By an astonish-

FORTUNE SMILES 
ON POOR PRINCE: 
HE'S Rich AGAIN 


Italian in Years of Poverty Be- 
came Known to American Pur- 
chasers of Antiques. 


ONCE EXILE IN FRANCE 
Maffeo Sciarra, at the Age of 66, 
Unexpectedly Wins a Mil- 
lion-Dollar Suit. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 30.—By an astonish- 
ing turn of fortune’s wheel, Prince 
Maffeo Sciarra, the last male mem- 
ber of one of the most ancient and 
wealthiest houses of Rome, and 20 
years ago one of the principal social 
and political figures of Italy, has it 
again in his power to resume his for 
mer place in public life. 

His former wealth and prominence, 
followed by many years of poverty, 
during which he became widely 
known to Americans interested in the 
purchase of antiques and later still 
to his former friends as an agent for 
automobile insyrance, brought him a 
certain popularity among poorer peo- 
ple which he had never enjoyed in 
prosperity. 

The recent unexpected winning of 
an old lawsuit against the estates of 
the Princes Barberini, involving $1,- 
000,000, together with the payment 
of an income of $8000 a year from 
the Knights of Malta, has revived 
interest in his career. 

Prince’s Ups and Downs. 

In a country noted for the misfor- 
tunes of Princes, his ups and downs 
have made his story unique. When he 
began his political career 30 years 
ago he became follower of a group 
led by five statesmen known as the 
Pentarchy. He was one of the most 
important of a group because of tho 
splendor of a name that dates back 
to 1332, allying him with many noble 
houses in Europe and giving him a 
number of titles, among which are 
those of Prince of Nerola, Prince of 
Carbognano, Duke of Bassannello. 
Marquis of Corese, Count di Palaz- 
zuclo, and Baron di San Stefano. 

His prominence was increased be- 
cause of his great wealth, he then 
owning the magnificent Sciarra Pal- 
ace in the Corso, and many villas, one 
of which occupied much of the Jani- 
culum hill, since built up by wealthy 
Americans and particularly the seat 
of the American Academy in Rome. 

The beginning of his loss of for- 
tune was due partly to the wave of 
real estate speculation that in those 
days led to the premature improve- 
ment of Roman property. But it was 
principally due to his political am- 
bitions. He founded the newspaper 
still known as the Tribuna and in it 
pushed the projects of his party. 
Curiously enough, the Sciarra Palace 
in the Corso with which he was forced 
to part is now the office of another 
newspaper, the Giornale d'Italia, the 
organ of another politician, Baron 
Sidney Sonnino, at present the Italian 
minister of foreign affairs. 

Sold “The Violin Player.” 

When his fortunes were ebbing 
Prince Maffeo sold in Paris one of 
Raphael's paintings which adorned his 
palace, “The Violin Player,” and by 
this act the deputy and politician was 
prosecuted for violation of the law 
forbidding the sale out of Italy of old 
masters. 

This prosecution, in connection with 
other troubles, made him an exile in 
France. Finally, when he returned 
home a number of years ago scarcely 
a vestige of his old fortune remained. 
It was with the utmost difficulty 
within a very recent period that he 
was able to support either himself, 
his little girl or his beautiful young 
wife, Princess Aliette, daughter of the 
French Marquis Ge Bonneval. His 
mother shared his poverty and previ- 
ous to her death was supported by 
the charity of the Vatican in a con- 
vent. He lived in the country at 
Irascati, where rent ts cheap, and re- 
ceived business mail at the Chamber 
ot Deputies, as he had the right to do 
as a former member. 

At the age of 66 the Prince still 
possesses much of his old courage; 
adversity has not broken him, and 
this is why Rome is wondering if he 
will make a new and vigorous attempt 
to re-enter political life.

The Money Behind Anti-Prepareduess 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The most objectionable feature of the cam- 
paign being waged by certain organizations 
against adequate preparedness is the insistence 
in the literature and speeches that the prepared- 
tess campaign is mainly the work of selfish in- 
terests who expect to make money out of the 
preparations. In many cases the direct charge is 
made; in nearly every speech or flier it is im- 
plied. I am myself strongly in favor of pre- 
paredness and know many others who feel as 
I do that this attempt to turn the issue of fact 
into one of personal motives is unworthy of true 
patriots. It is in addition a charge wholly un- 
true. Among the thousands who espouse pre- 
paredness are men who belong to the army and 
navy or who know as manufacturers of muni- 
tions the dire necessities of the country and the 
need of time to rectify them. Some of them have 
Joined societies to rouse public opinion. But Il 
deny that the inference is correct that prepared- 
ness ia, therefore, a movement subsidized by the 
munitions manufacturers. 

I wish to call the attention of the Anti-Pre- 
paredness Committee and their speakers to the 
fact that if any movement <-t present is easily 
shown to rest upon endowed funds it is the 
opposition to preparedness. Thcre are several 
trusts legally compelled each year to spend very 
large sums of money in the interests of “peace” 
and who have more or less directly associated 
themselves with the anti-preparedness move- 
ment and have contributed funds. The assump- 
tion ie, therefore, direct that anti-preparedness 
is not the outcome of public opinion at all, but 
the result of the very honest convictions of a 
few gentlemen who left their money to create 
public opinion about the views they were con- 
vyinced were true. The funds of tho National 
Becurity League are derived from the dues of 
hundreds of thousands of members, and if any 
movement has the right at present to be called 
popular, it possesses that right as against a 


movement for whose propagation millions are 


nown to have been left. 

I have no intention of aetigmatizing the anti- 
preparedness advocates as insincere, ‘deliberately 
false” to their convictions, as “bought and paid 
for.” I do not wish to be understood to imply 
the charge which I object to their bringing on 
less valid grounds against the advocates of pre- 
paredness. What I wish to do is to show them 
that those who live in glass houses should not 
throw stones. Let them put to one side this per- 
Ronal aspersion of motives, this attempt to prove 
their own conclusions just ty showing that their 
opponents are iost to decency and patriotism. 
Let them come down into the arena of facts, if 
they can, and fight the battle. Let them prove 
that the country either does not need prepared- 


ness or is already sufficiently prepared.

Clauses 2

his behalf, give or procure, or agree to give 
or procure, or offer, promise, or promise to 
procure, or endeavor to procure, any office, 
place of employment, public or private, to or 
for any voter, or to or for any person in be- 
half of a voter, or to or for any other person, 
in order to induce such voter to vote, or re- 
frain from voting, or shall corruptly do any 
such act as aforesaid, on.account of any voter 
having voted or refrained from voting at any 
election. 

IKivery person who shall, directly or indi- 
rectly, by himself or any other person on his 
behalf, make any such gift, loan, offer, prom- 
ise, procurement or agreemei’ as aforesaid, 
to or for any person, in order to induce such 
person to procure, or endeavor to procure, 
the election of any person to a public office, 
or the vote of any voter at any election. 


Since Mr. Roach promises offices to a county 
in exchange for aid in his candidacy for office, 
instead of to a particular person, we do not say 
that he has technically violated these inhibitions 
of the corrupt practices act. Indirectly, he holds 
out the hope and expectation that the persons 
receiving the letter may be the recipient of pa- 
tronage after election. 

We do say, however, the promise violates the 
spirit of the corrupt practices act and offers ben- 
efits in exchange for aid in Mr. Roach’s election 
to the governorship. We do say that the letter 
is violently improper and shameful. It is indi- 
rect bribery in that it bargains witb residents of 
Jasper County for their aid in behalf of the 
Roach campaign for office. ‘ 

We do say emphatically that there is no lower 
scale of huckstering, peanut politics than this. 

What do the people of other counties of the 
State think of this promise of special favors to 
Jasper County in the event of Mr. Roach’s elec- 
tion to the governorship? 

What do the Democrats of Missouri think of 
a Secretary of State and candidate for Governor 
who endeavors to procure aid and votes by prom- 
ise of patronage?

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is of the opinion 
that “if Young America is to compete with the 
enterprising boys whose parents are foreign- 
born, he should begin by putting less into his 
stomach and more into his head,” which is ex- 
activ what might be sxpected from a paper 
handicapped by foreign sentiment as are 
those of St. Louis. In answer, however, it 
may be said that there are some things which 
some of “the boys of foreign-born parents” 
have “put into their heads” which we don’t 
want put into the head of “Young America.”

Some of the best 
Americans and most useful citizens of St. Louis 
are of foreign parentage. 
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VERDICT OF SCIENCE ON ALCOHOL. 
An esteemed reader, in Friday's Letter Column, 
took issue with Prof. Taft anc the Post-Dispatch 
on the probibition question, citing certain Ger- 
man scientists, whose cxperiments are said to 
have proved that the use of alcoholic drinks is 
harmful, even in -mall quantities. The authorities 
cited and others to the same effect would be con- 
clusive, but for the fact that equally good medical 
and scientific authorities not only treat alcohol, 
used in the right way, as barmless, but positively 
beneficial. 

for example, in the new treatment for diabetes, 
said to have been remarkably successful, its in- 
ventor, Dr. Frederick M. Allen of the Rockefeller 
Institute Hospital, giyes the patient one ounce of 
whiskey every two hours from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m., 
during the first two or three days of treatment, 
to furnish the body with the necessary calories 
in such a form as to prevent the indication of 
sugar in the excretions, which is the object of 
the treatment. 

And, while the use of this stimulant may, tem- 
porarily, cause an abnormal condition, it does fur- 
nish the necessary calories. and as the authors

“keeps the patient more comfortable while he is] 


being starved.” 

The verdict of science on alcohol bas not yet 
been rendered. But the verdict of humanity as 
to its use in moderation is still to the effect that 
such use is not necessarily harmful. There are 
doubtless, as with tobacco and other stimulants, 
persons whose temperament and idiosyncrasies 
make even the moderate use of alcoho! injurious. 
They should avoid it, but they. should not expect 
to make their weakness an excuse for the cre- 
ation of legislation which, as Mr. Taft says, de- 
moralizes law because it cannot be enforced. 
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THE INVERLYON OUTRAGE. 

If the new German submarine policy since 
March 1 is left in any doubt by disputed facts 
in the more obscure cases of destruction, it is 
made plain by uncontroverted circumstances in 
the sinking of the Inverlyon. 

This vessel was not attacked without warning. 
Those aboard, including two Americans, were 
permitted 15 minutes in which to abandon the 
ship. All got off before she was sunk by gun- 
fire. 

But the Iverlyon was sent to the bottom 110 
miles from the nearest land at Valentia, Ireland. 
The crew were compelled to take to small boats 
in a stormy stretch of sea. Greatly favored by 
fortune, one boat containing the two Americans 
reached port with its dozen occupants in a des- 
perate and exhausted condition. A second boat 
was missing at the date of the American Con- 
sul’s official report. 

These are risks no neutral, no noncombatant 
of any sort, should be forced to incur. A single 
instance of equal seriousness in any former war 
would have provoked outcry around the world. 

Neither resistance nor attempt to escape is 
urged as an excuse. It is not pretended that the 
identity of the vessel was mistaken. These 
peaceful sailors were deliberately set afloat in 
frail craft in the open sea to fight for their lives 
under distressing conditions, 

From this one grave iufraction of interna- 
tional law, the sincerity of Germany’s efforts to 
comply with her pledges respecting the safety 
of human life may be judged in other cases, in 
which misleading excuses continue to be prof- 
fered. 
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A SECOND M’LEMORE iXESOLTION. 

Congressman McLemore has introduced a reso- 
lution declaring that the United States military 
forces “must not for any reason” be withdrawn 
from Mexico until Villa is disposed of. But fol- 
lowing the analogy of bis more famous resolu- 
tion warning Americans off the ocean, why does 
he not protest against any effort to uphold Ameri- 
can interests in Mexico and warn all residents 
along the border to move back until present 
troubles are ended? 

Doubtless the fact that Mr. McLemore is from 
Texas and that Texas is specially affected by-Mexi- 
can depredations explains his authorship of the 
two most inconsistent resolutions. But to a 
State of Texas’ enormous cotton and other prod- 
ucts dependent on foreign markets, the damage 
from border outrages is negligible compared to 
the damage that would result from acceptance of 
Germany’s contention as to outrages at sea. 
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A MATTER OF JUDICIAL COGNIZANCE. 

There is a distinction in law between facts 
requiring proof and facts of which a court will 
take “judicial cognizance” without proof, such as 
water's inclination to run down hill and the 
proneness of sparks to fly upward. A Kentucky 
court adds to matters of judicial cognizance the 
mule’s propensity to kick when tempted. In a 
damage suit preferred against a mule’s owner 
by a man who stooped behind it the Court de- 
clares: “The mule would have been untrue to 
itself and false to every tradition of its brecd it 
it had kept its heels on the ground.” 

This highly creditable ruling is in line with 
the broadening comprehension of courts and 
elevation of the bench, especially in Kentucky, 
where an eminent Judge who was himself kicked 
by a hebetudinous hybrid celebrated the event 
in these lines, entitled “Multum in Parvo:” 

Dynamic force is oft’ contained 

In very littie things; 
A woman’s hand a world has reigned, 
And very many Kings. 
Dynamite’s the lion’s paw 
"Neath whieh creation reels, 
But the potency that knows no law 
Is in the ass’s heels.

When it comes to a 
boil hold the iron-rusted spot in the 
vessel while boiling and it will take it 
out. If the article be small just lay 
in the pan and it will take it out en- 
tirely. Then throw it in the wash and 
it will be all right. The rhubarb leaves 
no stains. I can it for this purpose. [ 
cut the rhubarb, without peeling, fn 
small pieces, place in jar without cooking 
and pour cold water over it until the 
jar overfiows; place the rubber and lid 
on and tighten the same as with any 
fruit.”
